Group a showed 
statistically highly significant result. This study concludes that in 
parikartika (Fissure in ano) application of arka twak extraction 
appears to be effective in reducing signs & symptoms

According to Ayurvedic literature, there are several 
methods of treatment I c Bhaishaja — Kshara sutra 
Karma ect among them Bhaishaja Karma medical 
treatment is the first line of treatment.
